Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Cox US 
Patent 5,357,621 and Soderquist US Patent 6,425,064 represent the closest prior art of 
record. Soderquist has a serial memory configuration with buffers and control logic 
(memory controller) on each module however it does not have dual independent data 
return paths. Cox provides a motivation for a dual independent data return paths in 
column 7 lines 24-31. However neither prior art provides a motivation to combine Cox 
and Soderquist nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
combine the two since Cox's memory accesses are of a parallel nature as shown in 
figure 1, top 3 busses and Soderquist is a serial method of access as shown in figure 1. 
Therefore independent claims 1 and 3 are found allowable of the prior art of record, and 
claims 2 and 4-6 are allowable as being dependent upon claims 1 and 3 respectively.
